QoTernor Mitchell has gone upon rec- 
ord through Attorney General Lamar, 
who eayt that now. the matter having 
beia iettled by the ( ourts, be will not de- 
clare martial law in Jacksonville. The 
militia which tias been brought here to 
aappreaa the fight will very probably at- 
tend it, a special rate of tlO each having 
been mado for them.

QUESTION BRIEFLY DEBATED. 



A nair Doien Amendmenti Will Be Mad* 
on tha Report of tha CoBamlttaa oo 
FoNlga BetaUMH — 
lAwa DlMOMed— Tha 
Or* M the Free Uat. 

WASHiNOTOir, Jan. SS.— The Hawaiian 
question came prominently befbre the 
senate again yesterday, and after an 

hour's brisk discussion went over. The 
result of tlie debate was to show that 
there is division both in th« Democratic 
and Republican ranks as to the wisdom of 
adopting the resolution reported by the 
foreign relatians oommittee. SenatorVest 
objected to it on the ground that it in- 
<li( atod that the project for anne.Tation 
might \ye more favorably receiveil in the 
future, and Senator Allison and other 
Republicans objected to it on the ground 
that acoor&ing to their interpretation the 
reeolution pledged the senate as al- 
together opposing the principle ol annex- 
ation and as approving the pdicif •! tiM 
president in this respect. 

A half dozen amendments are now 
iHjnding to mo<Ufy its phra8P<jlogy, and 
it is likely to be subjected to material 
changes before final adoption. 

At 2 o'c'loi k, the bill repealing tlii' 
federal election laws came up iw thf 
unfinished busincas. 

Various amendmente were submitted 
to the Hawaiian resdntloh asd I^T ggNa- 
ment, it went over. 

Senator Lixlge tlion took the rtiK)r and 
madeasiHoch in opixisition to the l;ill 
repwaling the federal election laws. 

At 8:0.') S<'nator Lodge coticluded his 
remarks, and on motion of Senator Alli- 
son, the senate w. nt into executive ses 
.si on. 

At the d(Hirs were rwpened. and 
Senator Coke of Texas called up the l-ill 
authorizing the Uulf, Beaumont and 
Kansas City Railroad company to bridge 
the Nechte and .Sabine rivere in Loui.-^i- 
uua and Texas. Thin measure wa^ 
made the occasion of a detailed discus- 
sion by Senator Vest , of the recent veto 
bv President Cleveland, of the New 
York and New Jersey bridge bill. 

After these remarks by Senator Vest 
the bill was passed, several mt|graaMBd- 
ments being first adopted. 

The bill extending the time for the 
construction of the bridge across the 
Calumet river, Illinois; the senate bill 
authorizing the issue of a patt>nt to the 
Presbyterian boud of home missions for 
certain lands on the Omaha Indian 
reservation for school purposes, and the 
bill to authorize the secretary of the in- 
terior to reserve from sale certain land in 
the abandoned F<Mrt Cummings military 
reservation were passed.

In the Honae. 

Washinqton, Jan. 25.— The amend- 
ments to the iron schedule shared the 
samo fate as those to the coal schedule. 
They were overwhelmingly defeated, 
and iron ore remains upon the free list. 
The remainder of the afternoon was 
spent in the discussion of amendments 
looking to the £raa admiwion of ma- 
chinery used in tlie maimfadnTS of oot- 
Um goods. 

Just before the house adjourned the 
adv(x^tes and opponsnto of the income 
tax upon the Democratio side were ar- 
rayed against each other, the latter at- 
temptiiig to prevent Mr. McMilUn horn 
reamng the internal revenue bill to the 
bouse. The Republicans, however, 
joined hands with the income taxers and 
defeated the small band of Demoorato 
who have pledged themas tvesto nseevery 
effort to prevent tha lAtwnal Mvenue 
bill, containing the inooma tax, from be- 
ing placed upon the Wilson Mil as a 
rider. 

Mr. Wilson, chairman of the commit 
tee, who is in sympathy with them, al- 
lowed the debate upon the Bobbins' 
amendment to run on without intermiv 
tion, it was said for the express pun^w^ 
of consuming time, so that the commit- 
tee ameudmtnts which he has to offer, 
will, when he again takrs the floor, ex- 
haust the debate uutilt, flaturday night 
and ttins shut out the possibility of the 
internal revenue bill being offered as an 
amendment to the Wilson bill. A great 
deal of bitter feeling existe, however, 
andjshould such a program be followed 
it would unquestionably lead to charged 
of bad faith.

This does not mean that there will not 
be any more powder burned, for nearly 
every morning and every niglit there is a 
so-called general engagement betwe»;n 
the rebels and troops of President Pei- 
xoto, and sometimes the fighting is 
quite severe and lasts for some time. 

This is especially the case in the neigh- 
liorhood of Nictheroy, wliich is now gar- 
risoned by quite a large force of national 
ji^uards supported by legular troops, and 
it seems to be the main obiect of attack 
upon the part of the saflon ondar Ad* 
miral Da Oatna.

Anothsr 
report sagra ha is dimgeKnisly illatDsa- 
terro. Aocording to one story ha haa 
been poiKnad by an agent of PresUanl 
Peizoto. 

Trouble on the War Veieela. 

Pernambuoo, Jan. 85.— Paixoto's war 
vessel, tha AoMriea, haa besa eoupelled 
to land her ammunition at the arsenal. 
It has also been found necessary to dock 
her in order to replace a defective boiler. 
The commander of the cruiser Nictiia> 
rof has resigned, and tha Braailiaw has- 
tate to ivpoint Ui moBSHit, ftMvtag 
that America's offloers will alaora> 
sign. 

Sailor Commits Hulolde. 

Bi K.Nds Ayres, Jan. 25. -A sailor on 
iRjard the Portuguese corvette Mindello 
has committed suicide by shooting him« 
self. The cause of the suicide is said to 
have been that the unfortunate sailor 
was laboring under the impression that 
he had been unjustly treated by one of 
the otHcei-s.

KoKO.Mo, Ind.. Jan. 25. -The ixdishers 
at the Diamond riateglas.s company's 
plant at this place have been beaten in 
their stand against an increased task at 
reduced wages, and the National Skilled 
Plateglass Workers' union in this region 
has received a telling blow in the action 
of the glassworkers tA Elwood. The 
Kokomo polishera built on the hope that 
the men at Elwood, where the second 
plant d ttw piamond oompany is k>- 
caled, WVOH annd by their allegianoe to 
the nakntlmt thnr hatra not only ac 
cepted wwk on the terms refused here, 
but have, it is said, algned "ironclada*^ 
renouncing the union. 

The break from the ranks ia said to in< 
dnde everv plateglass worker in Elwood 
but ten. The resumption at the Elwood 
mills means an end to the manufacture 
of plateglass in Kokomo until spring, at 
least, as the company will be satisfied 
with the operation of one factory. This 
odds 800 to the unemployed of the city, 
and destroys the opportunity for employ- 
ment to 500 more, which, it is believed, 
would have shortly been offered in the 
full operation of tlie plant. Tlio munic- 
ipal government will furnish work to the 
unemployed to the extent of supplying 
them with the barest necessities of life, 
paying 12 1-2 c<'nls j)er hour.

SHERMAN THE PROPHET.

I believe they will be in the wrong.

"The feeling of diaMtisfaction 
with the tariff has become very strong, 
and it will overthrow the whole Hystem. 
The tariff in force in 1872 lacked a great 
deal of being as high as the McKinley

Save the Forests. 

Some yearn ago the government of 
Bavaria sent a skilled forester to study 
the conditions of timber growth in the 
United States. While here be made the 
remark, as if speaking of a matter gen 
orally known and accepted : 

"In 50 years you will have to imjwrt 
yonr timber, and as you will probably 
prefer American kitads we shall begin to 
grow them, in order to bexeady to aeod 
ttiem to yon at the proper time. " 

What an instance of scientiilo fore- 
thought, and withal what a warning! 

Perhaps it is not yet too lata to j^row 
on our own l^ds the timber we shall 
need a generation or two faence, but if 
we are to do 80 it ia time to take rigor- 
ooa atepa to atop reckless forest destruc- 
tion and to encourage scientific cultiva- 
tion. 

While our government sells outright 
its forest lands for $2.50 an acre, France 
obtains almost exactly the same sum 
yearly from each acre of its forest land 
by sales of timber. We spend onr cap- 
ital; France makes an income, and 
safeguards its capital. 

Palissy, the famous French potter, 
who was wise in other things- as well 
as in porcelain, declared that the neg- 
lect pf forests in bis day was "not a 
mistake, bat a calamity and a curse for 
France." That country has since 
learned the lesson. When will ours 
follow its example? — Youth's Compan- 
ion. 



VNl^ERUROUND WIRES.

tric railway companies to place their wires 
under groimd. The dtisena do not ask 
anything of the Und and tbay do not; ex- 
pect it.

Aa now 
improved, the machine iaaooonatraoted 
aa to allow all ohangea for aNOtlBg 
theee varions lengths in staplM to be 
made without even having to stop the 
operator from his work, whereas the 
gin now in use not only necessitates the 
stopping of the machine, but requires a 
great amount of time in which to effeot 
tiie change. Another improvement in 
this machine is an appliance in connec- 
tion with the inner blade, consisting of 
a spring' which allows it to give when 
the pressure of cotton passing through 
the roller is too severe, thus preventing 
the inner and oatar blades from coming 
in contact with each ottier.

The pro- 
poeed CoinmisHionors are S. B. Buckner, 
Heqxy Watterson, J. Proctor Knott, Jaa. 
B. ^l(admm>^ J' B. Olsy, 0. J. Broniton, 
John W. Caldwell, W. H. Holt and W. O. 
Bmdley. The Commissioners are permit- 
ted to visit not more than three State 
capltols for oomparison. They are to se- 
lect the site, ascertain the coat thereof, 
•ecore plans and estimates and report in 
fall to the General iasembly. They are 
allowed for expenses |6 a day while actu- 
ally engaged in this work. The bill pre- 
scribes that tha shall be selaated in 
the city of Franklorl and deflnei at length 
tbo other duties of the CommisRion. 

An eot to provide tliat eight hours 
■hall oonstitate a day's work in mines, 
tactoriea and workshops. 

An act to prevent a telegraph, tele- 
phona and railroads, ot other common 
carriers owning parallel or rompeting 
lines from combining or pooling their 
earnings. 

By Mr. Hart— A bill for the regulation 
of private corporations. It requires pri- 
vate banks to have paid-up capital not 
less than $10,000 i a satiefvatory idanti- 
flcatlon of all stockhorders and semi-an- 
naal report under oath to the Secretary 
of State of the condition of said bank. 

An act to define what shall oonstitate 
fraternal beneficiary societies and associa- 
tions, and to provide for their incoipora- 
tbn and regulation. 

An act creating the Board of Public 
Works in Kentucky. The Board shall 
coniiat of three memban* (p ba apfotetad 
by the Governor for a term of four years. 
It shall have charge of all penitentiaries 
and convicts, and also all asylums, and 
shall appoint wardens and superintend- 
ents thereof. The salary of the Commis- 
sioners is fixed at $2,000 per uniiiiin. 

An act defining the relation of master 
and servant. It is what is commonly 
known aw thi! railroad fellow-aerviint bill, 
and provides thai an employe of a rail- 
road or his heirs or exeeuton may have 
damages for injury residting from negli- 
gence of a fellow servant. 

The Committee on Railroads made an 
adverse report on the bill to repeal the 
Separate Coach law, and the report was 
sustained by an overwhelming majority. 

The bill to provide a reward for scalps 
of red and gray foxes, wolves and wild 
cats was defeated by a vnto of 42 to 39. 

In the Senate Mr. Landee presented a 
bill which providea what compensation 
shall b(> paid to County Judges and Mag- 
istrates for servioe In felony cases. It 
provides $2 for the first day and $1 for 
each succeeding day, not to anacead $4 
in any one case. 

By Mr. Pagh— A bill providing for 
taxation of railroad property at the same 
rate of assessment as governs other prop- 
arty for State purposes. 

By Mr. Noe-A bill to regnlate courts 
in counties where more than three terms 
aiw held annually. It aaparatea eiimlnal 
and dril business. 

Senator Fulton's bill prorkHng means 
for paying jurors when their servicoa as 
juroja ceased, instead of compelling them 
p wait for several days or weeks, wis 
IjMaad without a dissenting vote. 

The Senate passed Senator Haywood's 
bill, with aoma Immaterial alterations, 
for punishment with from one to five 
years any person who endangers life by 
throwing missiles into passenger coaches, 
oa ihoots at or attempts to stab a person. 

£l| tht HeWM the General SUtates 
Oopmitt^etsported adversely Mr.Webb's 
bitt to prohJbil baseball playing on Sun- 
day, but the House showed its uppreda- 
tion of the measure by ordering it ad- 
vanced, notwithstanding the advene re- 
port. 

In the Senate, Mr. Goebel's bill to re- 
quire foreign railroad corporations opera- 
ting Ibies in this State toinowporate un- 
der the laws of this State, yft^ reported 
favorably, and adtanced.
